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SUMMARY 


Accumulated  in  this  compilation  are  monthly  and  yearly  statistics  for  1964  as  tabulated 
from  the  reports  of  Federal  Order  No.  4 handlers  to  the  Market  Administrator.  Since  1964 
was  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  defined  Delaware  Valley  marketing  area  covered,  in 
addition  to  Philadelphia  and  suburbs,  the  Southern  portion  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  no  attempt  is  made  to  compare  uniform  prices  or  milk  receipts  and 
utilization  with  the  statistics  for  previous  years  under  the  Philadelphia  Federal  Order 
No.  4.  To  protect  the  confidentiality  of  information  relating  to  individual  handlers,  the 
statistics  presented  herein  do  not  include  data  for  producer  milk  plants  for  which  reports 
were  not  received  in  time  to  be  incorporated  in  monthly  statistical  releases. 

Prices 

The  average  of  the  uniform  producer  milk  prices  paid  Order  No.  4 dairymen  during  1964 
was  $5.19  per  hundredweight,  computed  at  3.5  percent  butterfat,  f.o.b.  Philadelphia, 
Trenton  or  Atlantic  City.  Component  class  prices  averaged  Class  I,  15.62  and  Class  II, 
$3,243,  28  cents  higher  on  Class  I milk  and  approximately  9 cents  above  the  Class  II  milk 
price  for  the  previous  year  ($5.34  and  $3,157,  respectively).  Handlers’  combined  minimum 
payment  obligation  for  producer  milk  received  in  1964  was  over  $101.3  million. 

Producer  Receipts  and  Utilization 

Producers  delivered  1,948.7  million  pounds  of  milk  to  Order  No.  4 plants  in  the  year 
reviewed,  of  which,  79  percent  was  utilized  as  Class  I fluid  milk.  Monthly,  an  average  of 
5,922  dairy  farmers  were  associated  with  the  market,  supplying  900  pounds  of  milk  daily  per 
producer.  The  number  of  producers  was  at  a high  in  January,  6,131  and  at  a low  in  August, 
5,687.  Average  daily  delivery  per  producer  peaked  in  May,  998  pounds  and  was  at  a low 
point  in  October,  819  pounds. 

Other  Source  Receipts 

Order  No.  4 handlers  also  received  2.8  million  pounds  of  milk  (certified  and  other) 
from  producer  handlers  and  170.9  million  pounds  of  milk,  skim,  cream  and  milk  equivalent  of 
concentrated  products  from  other  sources,  principally  unregulated  handlers  and  handlers  for 
other  Federal  order  markets.  Twenty-nine  percent  of  other  source  milk  receipts  was 
assigned  to  Class  I milk;  all  of  the  milk  thus  assigned  originating  in  other  Federal  order 
markets. 

Class  I Disposition 

Total  disposition  in  fluid  milk  products  for  the  year  was  1.60  billion  pounds,  with 
daily  sales  averaging  close  to  4.4  million  pounds.  Contributing  to  this  figure  was  an 
average  of  77  milk  handlers  operating  89  producer  milk  plants.  Of  the  average  daily  sales 
of  Class  I milk,  3.5  million  pounds  or  80  percent  were  normally  distributed  on  routes  in 
the  marketing  area  and  0.9  million  pounds  were  marketed  on  routes  and  to  plants  outside  the 
Delaware  Valley.

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Section  1004.5  Delaware  Valley  marketing  area.  "Delaware  Valley  marketing  area", 
called  the  "marketing  area"  in  this  part  means  all  of  the  territory  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  situated  within  the  following  boundary  line:  Beginning  at  a point 

in  the  Pennsylvania  State  line  at  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Lower  Makefield  town- 
ship line  in  Bucks  County,  thence  first  westerly,  thence  southerly  along  said  Lower 
Makefield  township  line  to  the  Middletown  township  line;  thence  westerly  and  southerly 
along  the  Middletown  township  line  to  the  Lower  Southampton  township  line;  thence 
northerly  and  thence  westerly  along  the  Lower  Southampton  township  line  to  the 
Montgomery  County  line;  thence  northerly  along  the  Montgomery  County  line  to  the 
Trenton  cut-off  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad;  thence  westerly  along  said  railroad 
to  the  Upper  Dublin  township  line,  thence  along  the  southern  and  western  boundaries 
of  Upper  Dublin  township  to  the  Whitemarsh  township  line;  thence  southerly  along  the 
Whitemarsh  township  line  to  the  lower  Merion  township  line;  thence  along  the  northern 
boundary  of  lower  Merion  township  to  the  Delaware  County  line;  thence  northerly, 
westerly  and  southerly  along  the  Delaware  County  line  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  line; 
thence  easterly  and  northerly  along  the  Pennsylvania  State  line  to  the  point  of 
beginning;  all  of  that  territory  situated  within  and  bounded  on  the  north,  east  and 
west  by  the  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Chesapeake 
and  Delaware  Canals,  all  of  which  area  lies  within  New  Castle  County,  Delaware  and 
all  of  the  territory  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  within  the  outer  boundaries  of  the 
following  counties:  Atlantic,  Burlington,  Camden,  Cape  May,  Cumberland,  Gloucester, 

Mercer,  Salem  and  Ocean  (except  the  boroughs o f Bay  Head,  Beachwood,  Island  Heights, 
Lakehurst,  Lavellette,  Mantoloking,  Ocean  Gate,  Pine  Beach,  Point  Pleasant,  Point 
Pleasant  Beach,  Seaside  Heights,  Seaside  Park,  South  Toms  River,  and  the  townships 
of  Berkeley,  Brick,  Dover,  Jackson,  Lakewood,  Manchester  and  Plumsted)„
